Egg whites reach definite stages 
during beating. In order to have 
satisfactory results in recipes call-

Cooked frostings, candies and hard 
meringues require stiff beaten 
whites, 

Dry—This stage is too stiff for 
most purposes because the egg 
whites will no longer blend with 
other ingredients, The mixture is 
dull and breaks when the beater is 


lifted. “Fluffed Eggs” is the only 
recipe which- requires dry egg 
whites. 


Eggs separate more easily when 
cold, but for best beating, egg 
whites should be at room tempera-

Household linens. are an impor- 
tant and expensive item and should 
be chosen: with-thought and: care: 
Whether you are buying them to 
steck your-home supply or for gifts, 
you'll want to select durable linens 
of good quality. 

Here are some suggestions which 
may help you select wisely from the 
bewildering variety now available, 


BATH TOWELS 

Before buying bath towels, con- 
sult the members of your family for 
their preferences as to size and tex- 
ture. A good towel is absorbent and 
has a deep, soft, closely woven pile. 
The underweave should be firm and 
close. Give it the “pin-hole” test. by 
holding it to the light. A good 
weave allows only tiny, even specks 
of light to show threugh. 

Check for strong selvages: Re- 
liable manufacturers place extra 
yarns there to make them dur- 
able. Avoid towels which are 
hemmed along one side because 
they will tear or ravel easily. The 
hems should be amply turned un- 
der, sewed with even stitches, 
and well tacked at each end. 

Soft colors are decorative in the 
bathroom, but your preference may 
be for plain white towels. 


SHEETS 

For a sheet that is strong and 
durable, a heavy muslin is a good 
choice because it will stand hard 
wear. If appearance and “feel” are 
more important, the fineness and 
softness of percale will make it 
your choice. 

A good sheet has a firm weave 
and is practically free from sizing, 


It should be torn rather than: cut 
from the bolt and should be hem- 
med with strong thread and. short, 
even stitches. The selvage will) wear 
well. if it -is. strong, tapering and’ 
clasely woven. 

When buying a sheet, 108 
inches, torn length, is. the most 
satisfactory length, This allows a: 
generous tuck-in at both the foot 
and head of the bed. 


Informative labels are helpfut 
when buying sheets: They give 
thread count, tensile strength and 
weight as well as torn size. Thread 
counts lower than 128 are undesir- 
able. Select sheets with a smooth 
finish, whether percale or muslin, 


BLANKETS 

Warmth and durability, without 
teo much, weight, are the qualities: 
desired in a blanket, Read the Jabels 
carefully and look for blankets with 
a high percentage of good-quality, 
wool, 

Hold the blanket to the light to 
determine whether it has a close, 
even weave and a uniform nap. To 
test for a durable nap, pull it gently. 
Rub the surface briskly with the 
palm of your hand. If the nap: is 
good, it will not fuzz up or rub off 
easily, 

Blanket bindings may be cotton 
sateen or a combination silk and 
rayon satin weave. Sateen wears 
well but fades easily. Silk and rayon 
binding holds the color, soils less 
easily and matches the blanket fab- 
ric more closely, The binding 
should be well stitched and should 
have “boxed” corners, 

A good blanket size is 80 x 90 
inches,
